Livingston  Student 
Center  Opens 


The  Livingston  College  Student 
Center  opened  to  students  at  8:00 
a m.  on  February  3,  1986 
Student  Government  President 
Liza  Kirschenbaum  cut  a bright 
blue  ribbon  strung  across  the 
front  doors  to  signal  the  beginning 
of  limited  use  of  the  facility. 

Livingston  Dean  Robert 
Jenkins  said  that  the  multi- 
purpose room  and  several  other 
areas  were  still  under  con.struction 
and,  along  with  landscaping, 
would  not  be  complete  until  late 
Spring  On  or  about  September 
20,  there  will  be  a "grand  opening 


celebration"  to  which  all  alumni 
will  be  invited. 

LCAG  President  Chris  Ber/in- 
ski  and  University  Senator  Sue 
Kozel  attended  the  opening.  Bcr- 
zinski  urged  alumni  to  watch  for 
mail  this  summer  about  he  grand 
opening.  "We  hope  hundreds  of 
alumni  will  come  back  tor  the 
celebration,"  he  said.  "We  see  the 
occasion  as  a reaffirmation  of  Liv- 
ingston. Alter  all  these  years  wc'rc 
still  here  and  we're  finally  got  a 
student  center  for  Livingston." 

“Crucial  to  Livingston's,  and 
the  future  of  the  LCAG.  is  strong 


alumni  support.  Let's  prove 
wrong  those  who  say  our  9,0(X) 
alumni  don’t  care  about  the  Col- 
lege. Come  to  the  grand 
opening!!!"  said  Kozcl. 

Tlic  center  will  house  a People's 
Bank  with  an  automatic  teller,  a 
Hardees  Restaurant,  a multi-pur- 
pose room  with  a capacity  for  500 
people,  and  an  an  gallery  which 
will  feature  student  works. 

WLBS,  the  Medium,  forty 
clubs,  a game  room,  a deli,  and 
the  Sweet  Shop  will  move  over  to 
the  student  center  from  Tillett 
Hall

A lot  of  us  on  the  Alumni 
Council  have  wondered  why.  with 
all  the  important  contributions  the 
LCAG  has  made  to  preserving  the 
college's  mission,  so  few  alumni 
belong  to  our  organization?  This 
year,  for  the  first  time,  the  LCAG 
has  over  200  members.  Yet,  there 
arc  so  many  of  you  m the  Mid- 
dlesex County  area  who  were  ac- 
tive supporters  of  Livingston 
when  you  were  in  school  and  now 
have  chosen  not  to  pay  SIO  per 
year  dues  and  become  active  in  the 
LCAG’s  alumni  acdvitics. 

Some  of  you  probably  say. 
“The  College  is  dead," 
"Reorganization  killed  it,"  "What 
difference  can  1 make,”  and  other 
statements  like  these. 

The  college  is  not  dead.  During 
my  commencement  speech  I urged 
alumni  to  withhold  all  financial 
contributions  to  the  college  in  order 
to  protest  the  reorgamzalion.  I'm 
glad  1 reconsidered  my  posiiition 
and  joined  the  LCAG.  Many  of 
the  former  Livingston  faculty  still 


care  and  there  is  a new  generation 
of  undergraduates  who  need  to 
hear  the  Livingston  message  that 
only  through  social  activism  can 
an  unjust  world  be  changed. 
Those  of  us  in  Labor  Studies, 
Sociology,  Puerto  Rican  Studies, 
Women’s  Studies  and  other  ma- 
jors, came  together  and  formed 
powerful  coalitions  which  defend- 
ed our  interests  against  hostile 
groups  at  Livingston  and  in  the 
entire  University.  Many  of  us  to- 
day continue  these  battles 
elsewhere;  in  community  groups, 
unions,  higher  educational  institu- 
tions, state  government  and  the 
corporate  sector. 

You  have  read  about  our 
association's  lead  in  urging  the 
other  alumni  associations  and  ad- 
ministration to  divest  from  South 
Africa,  and  remove  the  asbestos 
from  Kilmer  Library  and 
throughout  the  University.  Most 
recently,  the  LCAG  organized 
with  faculty  and  students 
throughout  the  University  to  pro- 
tect Livingston  from  being  turned

Asbestos  Clean-up 
Closes  Library 


Kilmer  Library  will  be  closed 
for  eighi  months  (o  allow  removal 
of  asbestos  ceiling  insulation  on 
all  three  floors  of  the  building. 

University  President  Edward  J. 
Bloustein  made  this  dramatic  an- 
nouncement on  December  2, 
1985,  almost  three  months  to  the 
date  from  when  the  University's 
faculty  and  staff  unions  Hied 
grievances  against  the  administra- 
tion demanding  the  library  be  im- 
mediately closed  and  all  asbestos 
removed. 

The  library  closed  to  the  public 
on  December  21.  During  January, 
staff  cleaned  and  removed  all 
books  and  furnishings.  The 
massive  $800,000  asbestos 
removal  project  was  scheduled  to 
begin  later  this  semester. 

Asbestos  is  a known  carcinogen 
when  ceilings  deteriorate  and 
release  fibers  into  the  air.  Library 
staff  fint  complained  that  pieces 
of  the  ceiling  were  falling  in  1975. 
Despite  assurances  by  the  ad- 
ministration that  no  hazard  ex- 
isted, the  staff  continued  to  call 
for  the  asbestos  to  be  removed. 

In  1983,  Sociology  Professor 
John  Leggett,  Chair  of  the  Col- 
lege Kilmer  Library  Committee, 
brought  the  condition  of  the 
Library  to  the  attention  of  the 
University  community.  The 
LCAG  featured  the  library 


asbestos  controversy  in  its  Spring 
1984  issue.  Then,  last  September, 
a coalition  of  three  faculty  and 
staff  unions  filed  grievances 
demanding  the  library  be  closed 
and  cleaned  up.  The  unions  also 
asked  the  State  Department  of 
Health  to  evaluate  the  condition 
of  the  asbestos  ceilings.  In  Oc- 
tober ihe  Department  of  Health 
found  the  condition  of  the  ceilings 
to  be  "bad"  and  recommended 
the  asbestos  be  removed  no  later 
than  September  1986. 

The  controversy  didn’t  end 
there.  Faculty  and  staff  were  join- 
ed by  students  in  repealing 
demands  that  Kilmer  Library  be 
immediately  closed  and  that 
asbestos  in  36  other  University 
buildings  also  be  removed.  In 
November,  the  Board  of  Gover- 
nors committed  $2  million  to 
remove  asbestos  from  seven 
buildings.  In  December,  under 
continued  public  pressure  from 
the  unions  and  students,  the 
Board  of  Govemon  scheduled 
removal  in  22  buildings  including 
Lucy  Stone  Hall  auditorium  and 
the  Quad  Bathrooms  over  the  next 
three  years. 

Paul  Guzmich,  acting  LCAG 
Secretary  and  a member  of  the 
Kilmer  Library  Committee  said, 
"We  couldn’t  be  more  pleased 
that  not  only  the  Library  but  also 


Lucy  Stone  Hall,  the  Quad 
Bathrooms,  and  19  other  sites  are 
being  cleaned  up.  I'm  proud  that 
the  LCAG  took  an  early  stand  on 
the  issue  and  helped  bring  about 
the  eventual  success  of  the 
asbestos  removal  effort.” 

President  Bloustein  has  denied 


that  faculty,  students,  staff  or 
alumni  affected  his  decision  to 
close  the  Library.  He  also  main- 
tained that  there  was  no  im- 
mediate health  hazard  in  any  of 
the  22  buildings  being  cleaned  up. 

Asbestos  related  cancer  takes  15 
to  30  years  to  appear  after  initial 


exposure.  There  have  as  yet  been 
no  public  reports  of  any  illnesses 
related  to  asbestos  exposure  at  the 
University.  "We  all  just  hope  it’s 
being  removed  before  exposure 
levels  could  reach  the  point  where 
anyone  will  become  ill,"  said  Guz- 
mich.

Livingsion  College  Professor 
Emeritus  Albert  Blumberg  was 
honored  at  the  Lynton  Scholar- 
ship Brunch,  Sunday.  November 
17th,  and  proclaimed  an  honorary 
alumnus  of  the  College.  A 
member  of  the  faculty  from  the 
College’s  opening  in  the  fall  of 
1969  until  his  retirement,  Dr. 
Blumberg  was  a leader  in  the 
Faculty  Chamber  and  much 
respected  and  loved  by  his 
students. 

Rutgers'  Executive  Vice  Presi- 


dent T.  Alexander  Pond  and 
University  Director  of  Alumni 
Relations  Mary  Ruth  Snyder  join- 
ed the  Livingston  College  Associa- 
tion of  Graduates  and  fellows  and 
students  of  the  College  in  saluting 
Dr.  Blumberg. 

The  Lynton  Scholarship 
Brunch  is  held  annually  by  the 
alumni  to  raise  funds  for  the 
Ernest  Lynton  Scholarship,  nam- 
ed for  the  founding  dean  of  Liv- 
ingston College.  This  year  Brunch 
participants  also  celebrate  the 


preservation  of  murals  in  Lucy 
Stone  Hall.  Painted  by  the  Peo- 
ple's Painters,  with  the  assistance 
of  Eva  Cockcroft,  the  murals, 
which  were  showing  signs  of  wear 
and  had  been  sli^tly  defaced, 
were  cleaned  up  and  coaled  with  a 
protective  covering.  A champagne 
toast  and  brief  talk  by  Eva 
Cockcroft  highlighted  the  mural 
celebration.  Music  for  the  Brunch 
was  provided  by  the  Kenneth 
Lampl  Trio. 


Business  As 
Usual? 


In  an  issue  still  developing  at 
press  time,  the  LCAG  took  the 
lead  among  alumni,  faculty  and 
student  groups  in  criticizing  ad- 
ministration attempts  to  expand 
the  Kilmer  Campus  by  moving 
business  faculty  and  other  units 
close  to  Livingston  College. 

While  not  opposed  to  further 
academic  development  of  the 
many  open  spaces  around  Liv- 
ingston, the  LCAG  initially  ex- 
pressed opposition  to  locating  a 
business  school  adjacent  to  the 
College.  Alumni  fear  that  Liv- 
ingston would  be  transformed  in- 
to a professional,  business  school 
should  business  faculty  and 
students  concentrate  at  a small 
liberal  arts  college.  Both  business 
faculty  and  students  expressed 
reluctance  to  travel  beyond  the 
campus  where  their  headquarters 
would  be  located. 

LCAG  President  Chris  Berzin- 
ski  stated  in  a January  20  press 
release,  "We  as  an  alumni 
association,  cannot  go  to  Liv- 
ingston alumni  to  ask  them  to  join 
us  in  supporting  the  College  when 
the  College  has  become  a Business 
School." 

Since  that  lime,  the  issue  has  ex- 
panded to  become  a general  criti- 
que of  the  administration’s  lack  of 
consulution  with  students  and 
faculty  on  plans  to  expand  the 
Kilmer  Campus.  Some  have  liken- 


ed the  magnitude  of  the  proposed 
changes  to  those  carried  out  in  the 
1980  reorganiztion  of  the  New 
Brunswick  Departments.  Several 
student  governments,  including 
Livingston's,  and  faculty  . have 
joined  the  LCAG  in  demanding 
that  the  Business  School  not  be 
moved  to  Livingston  until  the  ad- 
ministration clarified  exactly  whai 
its  ultimate  plans  are  for  the  cam- 
pus. The  University’s  Senate's 
Planning  Committee  heard  from 
Berzinski  and  LCAG  officer  and 
University  Senator  Sue  Kozel 
about  the  lack  of  consulation  of 
faculty  and  studenu  on  this  mat- 
ter. The  committee  adopted 
Kozel's  recommendations  and  will 
urge  the  University  Senate,  in  late 
February,  to  take  action  to  protect 
the  interests  of  the  faculty  and 
students. 

We  will  keep  alumni  posted  on 
how  possible  plans  to  expand  the 
number  of  faculty  and  depart- 
ments at  Livingston  would  affect 
the  College.  It  is  our  hope  that 
whatever  expansion  does  occur 
will  have  a positive  effect  upon  the 
liberal  arts  character  of  Liv- 
ingston.

The  Alumni  Council  of  the 
LCAG  has  enthusiastically 
responded  to  a request  from  the 
College  that  alumni  become  in- 
volved in  convincing  newly  admit- 
ted students,  from  various  target 
groups  to  choose  Livingston, 
rather  than  accept  admittance  to 
another  institution. 

Alumni  interested  in  par- 
ticipating in  (his  exciting  new  pro- 
ject will  be  fully  briefed  by  college 
officials  on  effective  methods  of 
recruitment,  as  well  as  what  Liv- 
ingston has  to  offer  to  today's 
students. 

As  presently  conceived,  the  col- 
lege would  invite  alumni  to  an 
evening  or  Saturday  recruitment 
orientation  session.  Suggested 
methods  of  local  recruitment  are 
phone  calls  to  targeted  students 
from  one's  own  home,  inviting 
students  and  parents  to  your  home 
to  talk  about  Livingston,  or  even 
scheduling  a discussion  with 
several  area  high  school  students 
in  the  local  public  library’s 
meeting  room.  The  College  would 
supply  you  with  names,  addresses 
and  phone  numbers  of  admitted 


students  who  had  not  yet  in- 
dicated they  would  accept  the  in- 
vitation to  attend  Livinston, 

Alumni  would  also  have  the  op- 
tion of  joining  Livingston 
students,  faculty  and  staff  in  a 
recruitment  phonoihon  at  the 
College. 

Targeted  groups  of  students  in- 
clude all  those  who  rank  highly  in 
terms  of  SAT  scores,  grade  and 
class  ranking,  Also  sought  are 
black  and  Puerto  Rican  high 
school  students  who  show  promise 
and  students  from  all 
racial/ethnical  groups  who  are 
educationally,  culturally  or 
economically  deprived  but 
demonstrate  high  potential  in 
sometimes  non-traditiona)  ways. 

LCAG  President  Chris  Berzin- 
ski said,  "Working  with  dedicated 
College  staff,  alumni  have  the  op- 
portunity to  help  create  the  Liv- 
ingston we’ve  aspired  to  build  for 
many  years.  Alumni  are  always 
asking  how  (hey  can  help  the  Col- 
lege. Here  in  a concrete  way  that 
we  can  bring  the  best  of  the  non- 
(raditional,  and  minority  and  the 


educationally  and  economically 
deprived  students  to  Livingston 
for  a first  rate  Univenity  educa- 
tion at  a caring  College  geared  to 
serve  their  needs.” 

Lest  alumni  feels  overwhelmed 
at  taking  on  the  role  of  volunteer 
recruiter,  rest  assured  that  there 
are  no  quotas  that  you  would  be 
expected  to  fill.  What  is  important 
is  that  you  volunteer  to  try  to 
recruit  at  least  one  student;  or 
even  a dozen  students  if  you’re 
ambitious. 

Alumni  can  supply  a vital, 
human  and  personal  link  to 
recruit  students  (he  College  wants 
and  needs  to  futfiU  its  mission. 
The  high  school  senior  who 
receives  a letter  offering  admission 
and  has  that  letter  followed  up  by 
a phone  call  from  a Livingston 
graduate  living  in  his  or  her  own 
town  is  likely  to  be  impressed,  and 
hopefully  will  decide  that  our  Col- 
lege was  and  is  something  they 
want  to  be  a part  of.
